z dom: Pet nevertheleſs ſuch Pꝛieſts and Jeſuites continue and harbour 

| ttzhemlelves in the City of Londoa, and Suburbs thereof, and likewiſe in 
. other parts ok this Kingdom, to the manifeſt Conteinpt ok His Majeſties 
Royal Authozity, and the Laws and Religion Eſtabliſhed; And notwithſtanding His 
Majeſties Commands to habe the Laws againſt them given in Charge in all Counties, 
vet none have of late bein Appꝛehended oz Diſcovered, His Majeſty thereupon, of His 
Pious Care foꝛ the P2eſervation of the Pꝛoteſtant Religion, and foz the pzevention of the 
endeavours of ſuch Pzieſts and Jeluites who Seduce His good Subjects from the ſame, 
hath reſolved, That lo many of the ſaid Pꝛieſts as can be fotind, (hall be ſptfdily ſent away 


and Traͤnſpoꝛted into the parts beyond the Seas; And to that end doth (with the Advice 
of His Pꝛiby Council) by this His Royal P2oclamation Require, and ſtrictly Charge and 
Command the Juſtices of the Peace of che ſeveral Counties and Cities of this Kingdom 
of England, Dominion of Wales, and Town of Berwick upon Tweed, at the next Quarter, 
oz other General Seſſions to be held foz the laid Counties and Cities reſpectively, That 
they and every of them, and alſo all and every other perſon and perſons whatſoever, do 
uſe their utmoſt endeavour to Dilcover and Appꝛehend ſuch perlon o2 perſons as they oz 
any of them (hall either know. oz be credibly infozmed is, oz are Pꝛieſts oz Jeſuites, oz 
have taken Oꝛders from the Church o: Seck of Rome as afozeſaid, and that they cauſe 
them, and every of them, to be bzought befoze the Lo2ds of His Majeſties Pꝛivy Coun⸗ 
cil, 02 one of His Pꝛincipal Secretaries of State, who are to Commit them into ſafe Cu- 
ſtody, in oꝛder to their Tranſpoztation. And that ſuch Diſcoveries may be the better en- 
couraged, and moze cffectually purſued, His Majeſty hath given Oꝛder to the Lozd High 
Trealurer of England, to cauſe ſpeedy Payment to be made unto every perſon who (hall 
make Diſcovery of any P2ieit oꝛ Jeſuite, of the ſum of Five pounds foz every Pꝛieſt oz 
Jeluite lo diſcovered, who (hall be thereupon Appꝛehended and bꝛought to the Loꝛds of His 
Majeſties Pꝛivy Council, o2 one of His Pꝛintipal Decretaries ok State; And mozeover, 
the Charges of lending them up, (Hall be, and are hereby Directed and Appointed to be bozn 
and paid by the reſpective Sheriffs of the Counties thzough which they are to paſs, who 
hall have the ſame allowed unto them upon Paſſing their Accounts in the Exchequer.
